SUBJECTED TO PRESSURE 

The pulling and tugging to which 
Britain's non-belligerent ally has 
been subjected since the Balkans 
were overrun this spring has been 
obscured by the drama of the fight- 
ing fronts, but both London and 
Berlin have been none the less 
keenly alert to the stakes, 

Germany forced on the Turks a 
10-year non-aggression pact, signed 
just four days before the invasion 
of Russia. It was hailed in Berlin 
as a triumph equivalent to a mili- 
tary victory. 

There followed a flood of 
rumors of secret clauses binding 
Turkey te benevolent neutrality 
toward the Axis. Subsequently 
there were reports of pressure 
for concessions that would make 
the country in effect a Nasi 
puppet state, 

Franz Von Papen, the+Nazi am- 
bassador, was understood a month 
ago to be sounding out the possibil- 
ity of transporting troops and sup- 
plies across Turkey, assuming a Nazi 
victory over Russia by September. 
The Turks side-stepped that pro- 
posal by contending that the matter 
was ‘premature. 

More -recenily, however, they 
were reported to be cousidering per- 
mitting ford to be shipped. when 
and if the Nazi legions reached the 
Russian oi] fields in the Caucasus, 


ON HOT SPOT 

Turkey has been on a hot spot 
twice recently over the permission

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Persia Invaded 


British and Russian forces moved 
into Persia yesterday. The British 
troops, apparently, entered the south- 
ern section from India. The Russians 
went in from the Azerbaijan republic. 

The road to India, down which 
many ple have feared Hitler might 
some day send his war machine, passes 
through Persia, a country rich in oil and 
minerals that stretches from the 
Persian Gulf to the Caspian Sea. 

Persia’s great wealth was developed 
by British capital and by British people. 

But in the capital city of Teheran 
are some 4,000 Germans, most technical 
ex, familiar with Persia’s railways, 
and her oil pipe lines. These constitute 
an advance guard of fifth columnists 
that would dominate Teheran should 
Hitler wish to exert pressure there— 
as he obviously does now. 

Modern Persia is regarded as the 
world’s richest single oil field. The 
Anglo-Persian Oil] Company, controlled 
in part by the British Government, has 
a 60-year lease on 500,000 square miles 
of its land, roughly five-sixths of the 
entire area of the country. 

The million and a half Persians, 
most of them Moslems, are an agri- 
cultura! people who pasture their herds 
on the plains or till the soil with primi- 
tive tools of another age. The prin- 
ciple crops, raised along the Persian 
Gulf or on the Caspian littoral, are 
cereals, rice, cotton, tobacco and fruit. 

The constitutional monarch, Riza 
Khan Pahlevi, a former stable boy who 
succeeded the fat Paris-living ex-Shah 
in 1925, commands an army of 150,000 
civilian soldiers. 

The Persian air force consists of 
some 280 planes mostly of British 
manufacture. The navy, built by Italy, 
has two sloops, five patrol vessels and 
a number of tugs. 

Thus, the occupant forces will have 
little difficulty unless Hitler decides to 
pour in troops by way of Turkey. The 
reported massing of German divisions 
in Bulgaria may indicate some such 
intent.

Bolshevist Russia has been seme- 
thing like a smallpox patient who has 
been left in strict isolation and without 
treatment. 

The war will tend to lift the moral 
quarantine on the Soviets and let the 
sunshine of mutual understanding in. 

The Vatican is wise in refusing to 
be stampeded into a vitriolic harangue 
against Russia. For while we may 
know what that country is now, no one 
can tell what it will be five years from 
now. 


Nazis Losing Faith 


Wickham Steed, famed ' British 
journalist, declares that the German 
people are fast losing faith in the tall 
stories circulated by Dr. Goebbels, 
minister of propaganda. He says this 
private repudiation of Goebbels is only 
a step from the repudiation of Hitler 
himself. 


We can well agree with Mr. Steed 
because it must be obvious to every- 
body that only the lowest grade of 
morons could continue to swallow the 
idiotic yarns sponsored by the Herr 
Doktor. 

And the German people are not 
morons. Exeept when they are inocu- 
lated with the virus of Naziism or some 
similar mental disease that promotes 
delusions of grandeur, they are sing- 
ularly well-balanced folk and capable of 
intelligent judgments. 

It must cause them to wonder 
furiously when their propaganda chief 
institutes a new order decreeing the 
death penalty for those who listen to 
foreign brdadcasts. 

Thousands of Germans would prob- 
ably be willing to accept the decision of 
their masters that foreign propaganda 
was “poisonous” and not to be heard— 
provided the penalty for disobedience 
were mild enough to be merely correc- 
tive. 

But when Goebbels orders the heads 
cut off people who listen to foreign 
radio stations, the Germans naturally 
begin to wonder if this drastic treat- 
ment does not indicate that it is the 
German government rather than the 
German people who need to be pro- 
tected from what these foreign broad- 
casts reveal. 

When the Germans lose faith in 
their leaders, their fighting strength 
will be lessened. When they lose enough 
faith, they will have a revolution. 

The end of this war seems to be tak- 
ing on the pattern of the end of the 
last one.

Feelings 
Have Been Outraged By 
Acts Of Naziaem

The full development of cordial and 
unfiuctuating friendship between the 
French and English races is the most 
important of all Canadian national con- 
siderations. In the long view and in the 
long run there is nothing of a public sort 
which equals that. Natura resources, 
extent of territory, size of population, 
access to markets—all these, as pledges of 
permanent success, are bound to be sub- 
sidiary and ancillary to the grand ques- 
tion: Can English and French Canadians 
really become friends, 
* ‘We ought to strive steadily, and not 
just by fits and starts, above all not just 
on full-dress occasions, towards arriving 
at a point where this friendship shal] be 
capable of being counted on solidly by 
both parties as a fundamental policy and 
attitude on the part of the Canadian peo- 
ple as such, It is not nearly good enough 
to be able to designate certain persons 
here and there who habitually advocate 
cordiality. Mutual understanding and real 
liking should become part and parce] of 
our national disposition and equipment. 
After the vast and crue] crucible of 
the war has been cleared there must be— 
if indefinite horrors are to be avoided— 
an organizing of the world to eliminate 
the whole seed-bed of national and racial 
animosities. The grand ‘contribution that 
Canada can make to such an effort of 
assuagement will hinge on the question 
whether within our dwn borders we have 
made a spiritual, as well as a merely 
mechanical, constitutional success of the 
experiment of two races living side by 
side on‘one territory in complete equality 
and cordial co-operation.

Hitler’s Fine Work 


LIVERPOOL DAILY POST 


Some pathetic stories were told at a 
Merseyside inquiry to establish the iden- 
tity of nine air raid victims, at which the 
coroner in each case found the death to be 
due to war operations. The identity of 
each was found to be establjshed. 

In the case of a 72-year-old fire- 
watcher, his son said that he identified 
him by a pair of spectacles, a penknife, a 
“pair of acissors, and a bunch of keys which 
were found in the building. The premises 
had collapsed, burying the man beneath it. 

A 69-year-old dock laborer left his 
home on the night of the raid to see some 
friends, telling his daughter he would stay 
with them until due to begin work at mid- 
night. His daughter was later told the 
house had been demolished by a bomb. 

A 35-year-old woman who had been 
sheltering under the stairs of her home 
with four other members of her family 
was identified by her handbag, which was 
found in the ruins; and the body of a 64- 
year-old stevedore was identified by a 
trades union tally found in the pocket. 
When a husband and his 25-year-old wife 
and their baby went to a communal shel- 
ter, which was demolished by a bomb, the 
husband was killed and the wife, who was 
the subject of the inquiry, also lost her 
life, but the baby was saved. 

In another case, a woman's body had 
been jdentified in a mortuary by a clergy- 
man, but the mortuary itself was bombed 
and the bodies sari the following night. 


“We like our girls to wear stockings,” 
said the London staff controller of Bar- 
clays, “but no doubt they would be for- 
given if they came without them. At the 
moment, there is no excuse, s0,the ques- 
tion has not yet arisen.

Industrial Conditions Changed By War 


Public And Private Ownership* 


Are Opposed In Britain’s 
War Factories 
By DOROTHY THOMPSON i 
* LONDON.—(By wireless)—Two sorts 
of manager employers have emerged in 
Britain as a result of the war. One is the 
pre-war factory manager appointed by the 
stockholders of a corporation accustomed 
to a competitive system who is now 
obliged to reconcile himself with a con- 
siderable amount of government control 
and operate under excess 
profits taxes which, in 
munitions factories, are 
100 per cent. 

The other is a civil- 
servant manager, who 
runs government - owned 
and operated ordnance 
Jants. Inasmuch as the 
atter was recruited from 
the ranks of the former 
almost all public fac- 
tories managers came

from private industry—it is interesting to 
compare factory morale and efficiency 

under both systems. 
To have made an exhaustive study of 


this question would have taken all the 
time I have spent in England. So I must 
present the following as inconclusive ob- 
servations with the comment that they 
come from unprejudiced sources as 
objective answers to the main question: 
What are the advantages and dis- 
advantages of both systems? . 

The tentative conclusion is that the 
public ownership system is profoundly ine 
fluencing the old system and vice versa. 
Between them something new is being 
worked out. 


Public Ownership 


The manager of a very successfu) 
factory, who came to it as a civil servant 
from his position in private industry, said, 
“the disadvanta, of public ownership 
from a persona] standpoint are: First, a 
much smaller salary; I am earning only 
half of what I did before, 

“Second, too many departments deal 
with finance, the supply of labor, etc.

Wider Outlook 


No, the war will not make the French 
Canadian love Quebec and its ethnic life 
any less, but the possible impact of a 
triumphant Hitler on all that he prizes 
most will make a profound change in his 
attitude and orientation.

Nazis Overlooked Importance Of 


Iceland Until Britain Got, 
There First

If Hitler had seized Iceland before the 
British got to it in 1940 and before the 
Americans got to it in 1941, he could have 
controlled all the shipping in the North 
Atlantic. 

If he had seized Dakar and perhaps 
Portugal long before incessant propaganda 
made the Americans conscious of its im- 
portance, he could have 
controlled shipping in the 
South Atlantic.

Tange bombers, Britain 
could have been starved 
out in a few months, 

And with Britain out 
of the war and American 
public opinion not yet 
perce se the Cnn.

Europe he con- 
sidered necessary. 

Hitler lost the war when he turned his 
divisions eastward rather than westward. 
The only program that might have been 
successful was wrong end to. 

This superman, who never makes mis- 
takes, threw away all chances of victory 
when he neglected the one strategic spot 
that could have been used as a to 
bring Britain to disaster through sheer 
starvation. 

British Foresight 

But Britain saw what Hitler failed to 
see, Early in the war, Iceland was garri- 
soned with Canadian troops.

Few troops could be spared from 
Britain and the Near East to adequately 
defend this important island.

Now, of course, it is too late. Not only 
has the American occupation of Iceland 
minimized the submarine menace in the 
North Atlantic, but it has prevented Hitler 
from using the island as a base to wage 
war on shipping.in the North Atlantic. 

No one knows whether and when there 
may be a German attempt to knock Bri- 
tain and America out of this strategic 
position. There is firm confidence that no 
such effort would be successful. 

In the first place, a German attempt 
to take Iceland would precipitate the entry 
of the United States into the war. 

In the second place, Iceland, being 
some 700 miles from Norway, is a little 
too far from the nearest German bases to 
be attacked as Crete was from Greece. 

If the German parachutists were to 
land in Iceland, either along the coast or 
on the barren, uninhabited highlands of 
the interior, they would have a rovgh and 
bootleas job ahead of them. 

Iceland is not difficult to defend. It is 
almost impossible to take. 

Hitler has left it too long. 


Dakar Too 


There was a time when Hitler could 
also have taken Dakar without arousing 
much of an international disturbance. 

A storm of resentment would have 
broken in France, of course. But the effect 
on the fortunes of the Reich would have 
been slight. Hitler has never dealt with 
the French people, but with a little crowd 
of pro-Nazis in Vichy who would find it 
to their interests to collaborate even if the 
Nazis dismembered the entire French em- 
pire. 

Thus, the seizure of Dakar would not 
have provoked more French indignation 
than is already provoked. The Germans 
care nothing for French popular resent- 
ment, so long as the Vichiens are in their 
pockets. 

Eight months ago, popular reaction in 
the United States to the German seizure 
of Dakar would have been inconsequen- 
tial. Mr. Roosevelt and high army and 
naval officials would have realized the 
dire importance of it. But they could not 
have moved without an approving public 
opinion which has only awakened to the 


scrupulously observed, where nothing is 
promised that is not kept and where the 
work committees or individual workers 
always get an immediate hearing from the 
management and a quick, reasonable 
decision.

But the stewards and 
work committees are responsible for labor 
relations and complaints and their settle- 
ment. 

A new type of management.and a new 
type of worker undoubtedly are emerging 
in England.

And Portugal 


As an alternative to Dakar or, agin cr 
as a complement to it, Portugal would 
have made an excellent base for sweeping 
British shipping from the Atlantic. 

Why did Hitler not seize Portugal? 

He could have marched through Spain 
into that country at any time within the 
past year and a half, first, because Franco 
has been in no condition to resist and, 
secondly, because Franco would have been 
glad to assist him provided the assistance 
appeared sufficiently inevitable so that 
Spain would not invite British retaliation, 

Why did Hitler neglect these oppor- 
tunities to control the Atlantic and starve 
Britain out before the people of the United 
States became acutely conscious of the 
dangers in such a move and resolved to 
prevent it? 

Why did he fiddle around with minor 
campaigns in the Balkans and the Middle 
East when the course of the major cam- 
paign was almost in his hands? 

t is true that he had to fortify the 
Balkans against a Russian flanking move- 
ment against him. 

It is true that he wished to embarrass 
the British in Africa. 

It is true that he wanted to retrieve 
Axis prestige by covering up Mussolini's 
military blunders, 

It is true that he needed new sources 
of oil and supplies. 

It is true that he feared Russia was 
meditating a movement against him. 

But all these things could have been 
attended to later. With Britain out of the 
way, the spirit of Europe would have been 
dead. He could have marched almost 
everywhere without resistance. For who 
would have dared to oppose the world- 
conqueror who had humbled the British 
Isles? 

Moreover, the seizure of Iceland, Dakar 
and Portugal and the winning of the 
Battle of the Atlantic would have required 
so few troops that he could have stood 
very adequately on guard against any 
Russian aggressions at his back door, 


Mostly Stupidity 


The explanation for these fatal delays 
may be partly found in the fact that 
neither Hitler nor the German high come 
mand has any great degree of sea 
conscjousness. 

Hitler regards the sea as a footpad 
regards a dark alley—merely as a place of 
illicit operations. His attitude towards the 
oceans is the attitude of a pirate. Nor in 
all the German tradition of warfare is 
there any conception of the mobility of 
fighting power afforded by the sea which, 
of course, is the essence of British war 
strategy. 

This is one reason why Hitler could 
not think in terms of sea bases and great 
distances in contemplating the defeat of 
Britain, 

The other explanation and the vital 
one is only sheer stupidity. 

The Nazi is a master of detail. He is 
an essentially efficient animal. But he 
lacks that sweep of imagination necessary 
to an assault involving thousands of miles 
of salt water. 

‘Thus, the, master mind of the Nazi 
Reich was merely stupid and fat-witted, 
He made one gigantic blunder and he can 
make more,

The bull exchange policy, under 
which more than 1,000 inferior 
bulls have been replaced by pure- 
bred sires, will be re-opened with 
miner changes under the title 
“The Bull Exchange and Aseist- 


| ance Policy.” 


Under new regulations, the farm- 
er is permitted to dispose of his 
grade or inferior type of bull, 
weighing not less than 800 pounds 
for slaughter, through his regular 
marketing channels and upon sub- 
mitting a satisfactory statement to 
that effect to the department, the 
pure-bred sire may be obtained. 


FREIGHT 18 PAID 

The freight charges on the pure- 
bred sire are paid to the applicant's 
railway shipping point and to en- 
courage the purchase of high-qual- 
ity animals the department will 
contribute an amount equal to 10 
per cent of the purchase price of the 
pure-bred animal to the farmer. 

Farmers are required to make 
application for a bull under the new 
policy, before October 1 next. The 
policy is not open 40 farmers who 
have received bulls during the last 
three years under previous policies. 


SHEEP AND SWINE 

The Sheep and Swine Improve- 
ment Policies are being conducted 
on the same basis as last year. A 
farmer may obtain a pure-bred ram 
or boar providing he is not a 
breeder of pure-bred sheep or swine 
and remits the amount he is pre- 
pared to pay for a new sire. The 
department does not require the 
delivery of the inferior sires, but 
allows the farmer to dispo< of them 
through his own marketing agency 
for slaughtering, The pure-bred 
ram or boar is supplied at cost to 
the applicant and the department 
pays the transportation on the new 
sire to the applicant's railway ship- 
ping point.

Sleep Iliness, 
Polio Deaths 
Are Reported 


Poliomyelitis (infantile paraly- 
als) and encephalitis (sleeping 
sickness) have claimed their first 
victims in Alberta this year, one 
death having been reported from 
each disease, Dr. A, C. McGugan, | 
provincial director of communic- | 
able diseases, announced Tues- 
day. At the same time he an- 
nounced reports of six new cases 
of polle which sent the total in 
the province to 63. Five cases of 
sleeping sickness have been re- 
ported. 


The polio death was that of a 39- 
year-old Ponoka man, who was 
brought in here for treatment 
Death took place Monday. 

The sleeping sickness victim was 
that of a man resident at Coaldale, 
death occurring also on Monday. 


SIX NEW CASES 

Dr. McGugan said that in addi- 
tion to the 57 cases of polio re- 
ported Monday, the following six 
new cases have been reported: 


One 18-year-old person at Oko- 
toks; a 14-year-old girl at Vulcan; 
an cight-year-old boy @t Medicine 
Hat; a 20-year-old man at West- 
lock; a 36-year-old man at Innis- 
fail and a three-year-old child at 
Red Deer, 

The five aleeping sickness cases 
reported were two from Bassano 
and one each from Brooks, Taber 
and Coaldale, 

Dr. McGugan recaiied that 
there had been two cases of ence- 
phalitis in the province last spring 
and more recently one case at 
Lethbridge. The five cases now 
Feported, he said, were not neces- 
sarily recent onsets, but had only 
been diagnosed and _ reported. 
They had been’ running three 
weeks or more before diagnosed. 
It ig expected that further cases 
will be reported. 

Unofficial reports have been r@- 
ceived of additional cases of boh 
polio and encephalitis, but Dr, Mce 
Gugan declared that he was basing 
his figures on cases actualiy report- 
ed to him. ‘

Even in some. serious 
heart disorders the life span of the 
individual may” be increased by 
many years. In this age of stress 
and strain, we are living at a pace 
undreamed 50 yeers ago and while 
the heart is able to take @ terrific 
amount of punishment, it may final. 
ly break down with the load but not 
before it has given many danger 
signals, which if heeded in time 
may p*event disaster 

Heart disease is rarely a sudden 
development, and it usually takes 
years of abuse of this vital organ 
before any symptoms manifest 
themselves, and these symptoms 
may differ in different individuals. 
One common symptom of a failing 
heart is shortness of breath upon 
exertion. Panting may occur after 
climbing a hill’ or ascending stairs, 
; Or upon doing some physical task to 
which one is unaccustomed.

In the acute forms of heart 
trouble it will often be found that 
the patient has undergone some 
strenuous exercise which he is not 
accustomed to.: For example, a 
father of 45 who has not played a 
game of tennis for many years may 
suddenly decide to demonstrate to 
his 20 year old son just how a real 
Rame of tennis is played, with en- 
suing disaster to his heart. Some- 
times an athlete who is out of train- 
ing Will attempt to perform the feat 
which he formerly did with ease 
and in so doing will injure 
heart. 

Then again some of these cases.of 
heart trouble may be traced to 
rheumatic fever. In these injuries, 
the best plan is to rest in bed for a 
few days in order to give the heart 
a chance to rest and regain its nor- 
mal tone. One of the most common 
causes of heart distress is dud to the 
presence of gas in the stomach or 
intestinal tract, as this gas pressure 
against the diaphragm restricts the 
motility of the heart 

Another cause of pressure may 
be traced to an overloaded stomach 
which is distended with too much 
food. The remedy of course lies in 
removing the cause. A lighter diet 
should be indulged in and the indi- 
vidual should aviod those foods 
which are gas forming in them- 
Selves.
